EAL republicans, who with an 
exalted attachment to rational liberty com. 
bine an equal love to focial and civil or- 
der, do not {pring up and attain to mature 
growth in a fingle day, like mufhrooms ; 
but their minds are gradually moulded .o 
this happy cafl by education and habit.— 
The diffevering of the American colonies 
from the Britifh emp‘re ; their a& of inde- 
pendence, and their nationa! conflitution, 
which acknowledges the people to be the 
fountain of civil power, did not mate re- 
publicans, but found them already made. 
The people generally of feveral of the col- 
onies, tho’ conneéted with and in a man- 
ner fubjeGied toa monarchy, were genuine 
prattical republicans. They had been 
hurled up, from the earliefi feitlements of 
the country under republican inflitutions. 
While habituated to order, they cherith- 
ed the fpirit of freedom, which they had 
imbibed with their mothers’ milk. Their 
little dependent governments were found- 
ed in popular cle€ions and reprefentation ; 
and their ele&lions were {frequent and geu- 
erally incorrupt. Add to this the genera! 
mediocrity of their circumflances. E- 
qually removed from the two extremes of 
wealth and poverty, they were tillers of 
the ground, mechanics and traders, whofe 
perfonal induftry had afforded them a de- 
Sent competence, A people thus bred to

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habits of order and accuftomed to breathe 
the air of freedom, chiefly confifting of 
fubftantial yeomanry, fupplied proper ma- 
terials for building up an independent re- 
publican nation. 


But very different has been and is the 





flate of fociety in Europe. Few there can 
properly be called the people: the great 
mafs are but little betterthan vaffals of the 
privileged orders, and are fucceflively 
tranfmitted, like property, from one maf- 
ter to another ; and whenever large bodies 
of them have rifen and burft the chains of 
the feudal fyftem, they have been feldom 
feento flop at the trve point of rational 
liberty. Impatient even of the moft ne- 
ceffary and wholfome reftraints, they have 
fuddenly rufhed from a ftate of thraldom 
into horrid licentioufnefs ; and their fleps 
have been marked with rapine and prommif- 
cuous flaughter ; till, having {pent their 
fury, they tamely fubmitted to new maf- 
ters. Their infurre€tions and revolutions, 
fucceeded by ‘the calm of defpotifm,”’ 








have refembled a fweeping hurricane, or 
the terrible eruption of a volcano, which, 


after defolating the adjacent countries, ceaf- 
es its horrible bellowings, and its torrents 
of flame fubfide. 

Mankind, tho’ fpringing from the fame 
flock and belonging to the fame great fam- 


ily, are almoft infinitely diverfified both in 
point of knowledge and morals, by the 


different influences of the governments un- 
der which they live, by the modes and de- 
grees of their education, and by their va- 
rious and oppofite cuftoms and habits.— 
None therefore, but a vifionary, would ex- 
pet that they could be inftantly moulded 
into one mafs ; or that men from different 
and diftant nations, who had been bred up 








under anti-republican inflitutions which 
had given a peculiar caft to their fent- 
ments, manners and habits, could be im- 
mediately confolidated with a free repub- 
lic, without greatly endangering its peace 
and fafety. 

Doétor Tucker, a Britifh writer of con- 
fiderable note, {peaking of the genéfal de- 
pravity of the lower ranks of people in 
England, fays ; ** Nay, and when their 
‘* extravagancies have run to that height 
as to call for corporal punifhment and 
the cenfure of the magiftrate, there are 
no hopes or profpeét of reclaiming them 
by that means.

For they have made it 
a fort of point of honour to outbrave 
‘* the punifhment ; as for the fhame and 
infamy attending it, thefe things make 
now but little impreflion on them; fo 
that we have nothing left of dz/crpline

ON THE CULTURE OF GUINEA-GRASS.

N the late {pring, through the 

goodnefs ot my friend Col. Motte, | pro- 
cured from Jamaica three half pints of 
Guinea-grafs feed, which I planted in the 
drills of one fourth part of an acre of very 
indifferent land ; the feed fprung and foon 
covered the ground with grafs tour feet 
high and upwards. Being defirous of 
faving as much feed as poffible, I cut but 
one bundle of grafs for horfes ; they ate it 
all with great avidity. | 

In Auguft, I took one of the grafs 
roots and divided it into tweaty-eight parts, 
which were immediately replanted: eve- 
ry part took root, and the whole are now 
growing very finely and feeding. I am 
of opinion this grafs will make the bei 
paftures we can wilh tor.—From tormer 
experience I have reafon to believe the 
Guinea-grafs is perennial.—lIt is eafily 
managed, requires but one good hoeing, 
after which it will take care of itfelf.

Thefe {poliations were of immenfe 
magnitude, and demanded the moft ferious 
noticeofour government. They had been 
followed by an indignity and direét infrac- 
tion of our treaty relative to the Miffiffipp:, 
which bore an afpeét not to be diflembled 
or miftaken, 


To the free navigation of that river we 
had an undoubted right from nature and 
from the poficion of our weftern country. 
This right, and the right of depofit in the 
ifland of New-Orleans had been folemnly 
acknowledged and fixed by treaty in 1795. 
That treaty had been in a€tual operation 
and executicn for many years. And now 
without pretence of abufe or violation on 
our part, the officers of the Spanifh gov.

infults by forbidding us to land or touch 
their fhores, and fhutting us out as a com- 
non nutfance. 


By whom: has this outrage been offer.
